Informed on good authority that the ntate- 
menta were ba*cle*a, and refrained from any 
allusion thereto in our columna. 
Hut the gos­ 
sips would not denial, all manner of rv|»orta 
concerning the lady and gentleman mentioned 
were iK?r*igtontly kept iu circulation, anil we 
finally telegraphed to a prominent citizen of 
Greenville, who answered several days Mince 
at follow*: 
“ There is not an atom of truth in the alleg­ 
ed scandal 
Lying tonguen have driven a vir­ 
tuous, Christian lady to insane milcide. 
Tins 
U u candid statement of the fact'*.’’ 
Convinced of the foal injustice that had been 
done, we still fon*l>ore, out of respect for the 
parties involved, to give it undue publicity, 
but the fol.owing dispatch 
from Itrooklyn, 
New York, to the Indianapolis Jour nu! shows 
that the slanderers were determ ine not to tie 
defeated of their pur)K>se: 
"A few days atuco U teas-announced Lh.it 
Mrs. Emily Harold, wife of the Piistin aster of 
Greeneville, East TennesMb, Ii id committed 
•uicide by shooting herself through the head 
with a revolver. 
A hitter just received by a 
resident of Greeneville, now in brooklyn at­ 
tending the Met hot list General Conference, 
conveys the intelligence that Mrs. Harold had 
been reduced by ex-Preeident Johnson, and 
that discovery and ex|x>sur« led her lo Hie 
commission of the rash act. 
Great {indigna­ 
tion is expressed among tin* citizens of Greene­ 
ville against the ex-President, and many of 
the best citizens refuse to speak to him on the 
street.” 
We have had every opportunity to learn all 
the circumstances so grossly misstated in the 
dispatch above quot<*d, and have no hesitation 
In saying that, for heartless cruelty on the 
part of the instigators and perpetrators, this 
affair stand unparalleled in the annals of social 
murder. 
It was frequently referred to by 
prominent East Tennessee Republicans during 
the State Convention of their party recently 
held here, und they were unanimous iu declar­ 
ing that the reports which rendered Mrs. Har­ 
old insane and led ber to take her own life 
were as false as the malice of those who in­ 
vented them was ^appeasable und devilled).

Tho cause of this lies in the slowness 
with which men have roally conceded 
the equality of tho sox. 
They say

her st x. H bleated panderers are apt 
to be harlots. 
Independence is the 
shield of virtue. 


aroused by mutual blows. 
This can 
not be done without coolness and 
moral courage. 
The first great mistake seems to 
lie in the predisposition of men to 
consider every Southern man a cora 
mon criminal, who only enjoys liberty 
by tho negligence or humor of the 
northern people. Treason is a crime 
but when millions engage in an at 
tempt to overthrow a government, the 
individuality of tho crime is lost in 
the ideas which move peoplo to ap 
peal to internecine strife and the fate 
of battle. 
Tho soldiers of the rebel 
armies were arrayed for a‘n idea. 
However wrong they were, they never 
theloss fought for slavery aud state 
i ights. In their eyes either wns subor 
dinate only to the other. 
After four 
years of bloody war they were subdued 
and forced to i ubrait to opposite princi 
pies and cherished ideas. 
The strug 
gle, in fact, took away tho incentive 
to revolution, and made them helpless 
supplicants for mercy. 
Revolutions 
can only spring from tho convolutions 
of opj>osing ideas or conflicting in 
terosts. 
Tho abolition of slavery 
took away both principal and interest 
from the Southern rebellion. 
This 
admitted there is only o h o w a y to con 
tinned discord, and that is a contin­ 
ued proscription of those who have 
been in rebellion. 
Tt. is said the 
masses are free, but many of the best 
leaders are still disfranchised. 
The 
people look upon their cases as thsir 
own. 
Every sense of honor moves 
them to take this view of the case, and 
the result is discontent. 
Tho way to 
joy is through universal amnesty.

F r id ar, May Si, 1872. 
The Common Council met at Lackawanna 
Engine House, at half past seven o’clock P. 
M. 
Present—Aldermen Westbrook, Balder, 
Tromper, Canfield, Madden, Larkin, Koons, 
Bug, Fredenbergh, Tubby, Pettit, Bray, Der- 
renbacher, Durham, Plough and Cordts. 
On motion a ballot was taken for acting 
Mayor, and Alderman Westbrook was unani 
mously chosen to that position. 
The following communication was received 
from Excelsior Hose Company No. 4: 


To TUE Mayor and Common Council or th e 
City or Kingston: 


At a special meeting of the members of Ex­ 
celsior Hose Company No. 4, of this city, held 
at their rooms on Thursday evening, May 30th, 
1873, the following resolutions were unanimous­ 
ly adopted: 


Whereas, It having come to our knowledge 
that on the morning of the 26th of May, after 
our company had been regularly dismissed, 
and having our carriage properly housed, our 
apparatus was surreptitiously taken from our 
house by members and by the order of J. Bur- 
hans, Jr., Foreman of Wlltwvck Hose Com­ 
pany No. I, and left exposed in the etreet. 
W h e re a s , Section 67 of the city ordinance 
gives the Chief Engineer sole and alieolute 
control of all engineers and other persons con­ 
nected with the Fire Department. 
W h e r e a s. Section 70 gives the several hose 
companies the sole charge of their fire appar­ 
atus ; therefore be it 
Resolved, That this company think* that the 
aliovo action on the part of wiltwyck Hose 
Company No. I was intended as an insult to 
our company and a slur upon our reputation 
an organixation, and would respectfully ask 
your honorable iiody for a thorough investiga­ 
tion of this affair. 
Youre very respectfully, 
Wm.

Foreman. 
On motion the communication was referred 
to a committee of three from the western de­ 
partment. 
A communication was received from Gokey 
Hose Company No 4, stating that the follow­ 
ing persona had beenelected members of that 
company: 
Frank Woodin, Frank Seitz nnd Thomas 
Trelease, elected January 2d; William Lood- 
ers and John Berline, elected Feb. 6th; Wil­ 
liam Cramer, elected May 7th. 
On motion the aliovo named persons were 
confirmed as members of the Fire Department. 
On motion it was resolved that hereafter all 
recommendations for the confirmation of per­ 
sons as memliers of the Fire Department lie 
first approved by the Chief Engineer of the 
Department in which the (tenons are so recom­ 
mended, before being acted on by the Common 
Council. 
Alderman Tremper, from Hie Committee on 
streets, reported in regard to the subjects 
referred to them at the last meeting, aud pro­ 
duced ordinances of the old Board of Trustees 
of the Village of Ilondout, ordering tile side­ 
walk on Uniou avenue, from Newkirk uvenue 
to Stuyvesant street, and on Division street, 
from Cross street to Newkirk avenue, projierly 
flagged ami curbed. 
The following resolution in referents to the 
matter was odored and adopted: 
Resolved, That the Clerk be directed to no­ 
tify the residents on Division street and Union 
avenue who have not complied with the re­ 
quirements of the ordinances to do so within 
30 days, and that the work lie done under tho 
direction of the Street Superintendent. 
Alderman Tremper, from the same com­ 
mittee, reigned ordinances in regard to El­ 
mendorf street, which were adopted. 
Alderman Bray reported that the aldermen 
of the Fourth Ward had examined into the 
condition of Newkirk avenue, and had in­ 
structed the Street Superintendent to make 
tho necessary repairs. 
The following bills were ottered and referred 
to the Auditing Committee 
E. L Heath, for 13j days' work on Streets 
(Western Department), $26.50. 
E. Schoop- 
maker I j months' work on streets, $ 120; paid 
John Austin for use of burn, $20; total $141.00. 
Alderman Trendier moved that the Com­ 
mittee on Lamps and Lighting S tru ts lie di­ 
rected to confer with the gas company with 
reference to making a new contract for light­ 
ing the city. 
Carried. 
Alderman Sallier, from the committee to 
confer with the Alms House Commissioners, 
reported the proceedings of a ni**eting held 
with them, and that the Commissioners had 
concluded that they were not authorized to 
expend more than $ 10,000 for a lot and build 
ing for an airns house, without an enabling 
ack from the legislature, and that they had 
therefore concluded to erect a brick boudin; 
costing not more than $3,000, to be used as I 
city aims boose. 
The rejiort was received and placed on file. 
Alderman Tubby, from the committee to in­ 
vestigate the affairs of the Fire Department, 
made a rejiort, containing the following re 
commendations: 
That each hand engine fire company con­ 
sist of a Foreman, two Assistants, aud forty- 
seven active members. 
That in consideration of the extra lalmr in­ 
curred by attending the steam fire engines, 
each hose company consist of a Foreman, two 
Assist tots, and thirty-seven active members. 
That a uniform system of ordinances and 
regulations lie adopted for both Fire Depart­ 
ments. 
That none but active memliers, who have 
been regularly appointed and whose names 
appear on the books of Hic Fire Department, 
shall have a right to vote at elections for 
Chief and Assistant Engineers. 
That Hook and Ladder companies be al­ 
lowed to retain the same number of members 
os at present, viz.: a Foreman, .two Assist­ 
ants and forty-seven men. 
The committee also reported that they hail 
examined Columbus Engine ut Kingston Point, 
ami fouud it in bad order, being covered with 
rust, und in a locality whore it would not be 
available for the extinguishing of fires, and 
it has not appeared at any fire siuce the com­ 
pany was organized. 
On motion the report was received aud the 
committee discharged. 
On motion the re)Wirt was referred .to the 
Committee on Laws and Ordinances. 
The Street Superintendent reported several 
roads loading iuto the city in bad repair, and 
some places in dangerous cond ition ; also 
that some of the streets had deep holes in 
them and were dangerous to travel in. 
Alderman Tremper moved that the Street 
Superintendent be instructed to repair all dan­ 
gerous places In the streets and roads of Hie 
city at once. 
Carried. 
Alderman Fredenbergh, from the Board of 
Health, red ried that the small-pox, which 
was said to be increasing in the city, was de­ 
creasing, but one case haviug been reported 
during the week. 
Alderman Durham offered Hie following res­ 
olutions: 
Respired, That the resolution fixing the 
meetings of the Common Council on Friday 
evening of each week, be rescinded. 
Adopt­ 
ed. 
Resolve*I, That the regular meetings of the 
Common Council tie held hereafter at the 
Grand 
Central Hotel on Union avenue on 
Monday evening, twice in each month, at 7J 
o’clock. 


On motion of Alderman Tremper, the last 
resolution was amended so as to read: 
Resolve*!, That the regular meetings of (he 
Common Council be held hereafter on Monday 
evening of each week nt 7} o’clock, alternate­ 
ly at Fireman's Hall and Lackawanna Engine 
House. 
Adopted. 
Alderman Durham offered the following res­ 
olution : 
/feso/r«/,JThat the Chief Engineers of the 
Eastern arni Western Fire Departments ascer­ 
tain Hie number of badges required to num­ 
ber the whole Fire Department, and Hie prob­ 
able cost of the same, and re|iort suitable de­ 
signs therefor. 
Adopted. 
Alderman Tremper moved that a committee 
of three from Hie Aldermen of the Eastern 
Department be appointed to purchase a horse 
and cart, to lie used in removing garbage, 
etc., in said department, at a cost not exceed­ 
ing $300. 
Carried. 


Complex A rchitecture. 
Poughkeepsie has an elephant in Hie shape 
of an antiquated building which the Common 
Council bas ordered removed, but which the 
City Marshal is afraid to go near for fear it 
will fall on him. 
This is the description tbs 
Eagle gives of it: 
The old Chinese Tea Chest to which we al­ 
lude, is constructed after the Tudor stylo of 
architecture so prevalent in thetim esof Henry 
VII, a style which neve^ found much favor 
anywhere p Iro. 
It is characterized by very 
broken outlines of plans and elevations. 
The 
ornamented turrets and gaudy embellishments 
of heraldry, windows made of right linos and 
cross transoms and divided by mullions at­ 
tract the passer by.
